From this ic follows that the Specifick Gravity of 
the Blood Globules is zt leaft 1084, which is the 
Mediufi^htiysittn the(e five Experiments. 

hnt if we allow one half of the bulk of the Crajfa* 
mentum to coofifl: of Strum^ filling up the Spaces be- 
tween the Blood Globules, we fliali find their Spe- 
cifick Gravity to be ni^^. 

From this we mud make a fmall abatement, becaule 
fome part of the Serum mud have been fquees'd out 
from between the Globules, by their yielding to one 
anothers PrefTure, when the lump of Craffdmchtim lay 
upon the Paper: and this will reduce their Specifick 
Gravity fufHciently near to i\z6, as we had before 
determined ic.

in the memory of Man, fince ic began to raife its Head 
above che Ocean, there being feveral old People here 
alive, who can remember when there appeared nothing 
of it but a wad and barren Sand; and chat only at 
Low* Water too, when for the fpace of a few Hours it 
{hewed its Head, and then wai buried again till the 
next Tides Retreat: thus fucceffively it liv'd and died 
until the Year 1666, when it began to maintain its 
ground againfl: the infuk of the Waves ; about which 
time it began to be refcued wholly from future dan- 
ger, by the Care and InduiVry of Colonel Gilhy, who 
having, as I am imform'd^ a Leafe or Gift of it from 
the Crown, did raiie Banks about the rifmg Grounds 
of it, and fo defending it from the Encroachments of 
the Water, it became Firm and Solid 5 and in a Ihort time 
afforded good PaQurage for Sheep and other Catteh 
The Expences at firft to improve it to what it is, 
muft needs have been very confiderable ; it being en« 
compafs'd with high Banks^ and deep Canals for re- 
ceiving and difcharging the Liquid Element, which 
every now and then notwithftanding threatens to re-pof- 
fefs it felf of its ancient Hereditament, but hitherto in 
vain; for I now acquaint you of its prefent Safety. 

This Ifland is now about 9 Miles in Circumference, 
within the Banks, which feem to render it impregna- 
ble againfl: all future attacks of the Sea, and is of a 
very fat and fertile Soil^ affords good Graft, Corn and 
Hay, and is repleniftied with numerous flocks of Sheep, 
which are of a larger Size and iiner Wool than thofe 
in Hcldernefs^ from which it is divided by about two 
Miles in Water ; and from Lincolhjhire by about four. It 
is ftor'd with vaft numbers of Rabits, that (eem innu- 
merable, they appearing through all Parts in prodigious 
Swarms; their Skins are counted the fmefl: \n England, 
of a dark Moufe Colour, Shagg'd, and fok as 5ilk.

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There are alCb Cows and Horfes feeding cor^ 
ftanrly in the Place, with great plenty of Wild Foul. 

The Inhabitants are not fo numerous, there being 
only three Families that live conilantly upon thePkce; 
however they are never too folirary.there being abundance 
of Workmen and Labourers that concinual'y refort thi* 
ther, fometimes f am told to the number of a Hun- 
dred and upwards, for the repairing of the Banks, (^Co 

The Yearly Income of the Proprietor Mr G/%, a- 
mounts to about BooL and pays the King*s Taxes to thofe 
who Collecft for th^ Ea(i-Riding, and is ufually uplifted 
by thofe of the Liberty and Townlliip of Ottringham^ 
from the Marllies of which there is a Paflage over the 
Sands to the Sunk at Low-water. But this Cuftom of 
paying the King's Cefs to them, proceeds only from 
the conveniency, not Ncceffiry ; for ic never belonged 
to that or any other Pariili, fo that I cannot relolve 
you in what Diocefe this Illand lyes, unlefs it had 
been united to fome neighbouring Parifli, or converted 
to one of it felf 3 which if effeded, the Tyth of Lambs, 
Wool and Rabits, &c. would make up a handfome 
Benefice. It lyes nearer indeed to the Diocefe of 
Tork, by at lead two Miles^ than to that oi^incoh, 
being two Miles South of Holdemefs, m the River 
HumbtTy and four Miles Noith of Lincoln(loirc^ ^c.
